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Grass fire destroys LA area homes 


Wind fans flames 
across 200 acres 


LOS ANGELES (U Pl) — A swiftly moving grass fire destroyed or 
damaged a dozen expensive homes Friday in the exclusive Rolling Hills 
area. 
Winds of up to 20 miles an hour fanned the flames across 200 acres of hilly 
land despite the efforts of 230 firemen and four water-dropping helicopters. 
At 8 p.m., six hours after the fire began, a fire official said, ‘it looks like 
we have it, but we thought we had it earlier.” 
County Fire Information Officer Dick Friend reported after a tour 
through the burned-out area that five homes in the $200,000 category were 
destroyed and three others sustained heavy damage. Several other 
buildings received lesser damage from the flames. 
County Supervisor James Hayes, who lives in the area, went to the scene. 
” 1 was up right in the center and saw the flames engulf a fire truck that was 
right in front of me,” he told newsmen. ‘‘They just leaped across the road 
we were on.” 
The flames hastened a wedding underway in the famous Wayfarers 
Chapel, designed by Frank Lloyd Wright, overlooking the Pacific on the 
Palos Verdes Pveninsula. 
The Rev. Harvey A. Tafel pronounced the couple ‘‘man and wife,” and 
then informed the guests, ‘‘Please go to your cars. The fire’s getting close.” 
Newlyweds Frank and Linda Gresick drove off through a brown cloud of 
smoke while members of the wedding party grabbed hoses to water down 
the grounds. 
The church was not damaged, but Rafael said at one point ‘‘I decided it 
was no longer in my hands, it was up to God.” 


Senate rejects plan 
for Phase IV control 


WASHINGTON 
(U P If - The 
Senate Friday rejected Sen. George 
S. 
McGovern’s 
proposal 
that 
Congress demand a role in shaping 
Phase IV economic controls when 
the current price freeze ends. The. 
vote was 49 to 27. 
McGovern’s proposal would have 
compelled President Nixon to notify 
Congress 15 days in advance of 
Phase IV, the control program 
which is to follow the current freeze, 
or in advance of any subsequent 
major change in his economic 
stabilization 
program. 
Once 
notified. Congress could change the 
President’s program if it found it to 
be unsatisfactory. 
“ We, 
the 
Congress, 
have 
abdicated almost all power over 
economic policy to him,” the South 
Dakota Democrat said. ‘‘In effect 
we have become silent partners in 
his errors.” 
At the same time, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., announced he 
would propose next week that 


Congress freeze rents at their 
existing levels for the duration of 
the price freeze. 


Rents 
were 
exempted 
from 
additional restraints when Nixon 
imposed a freeze of up to 60 days’ 
duration on June 13. 


Kennedy’s 
amendment 
was 
believed to have a good prospect of 
winning Senate approval in light of 
its 50-38 vote last March to limit the 
size of rent increases, a plan 
subsequently rejected by the House. 


Kennedy planned to offer his rent 
proposal as an amendment to the 
debt ceiling bill which must pass by 
the end of this month. 


The Senate Finance Committee 
Thursday amended that bill to 
provide for a 5.5 per cent increase in 
Social Security payments, starting 
next Jan. 1, for all 28 million 
recipients and to provide higher 
guaranteed incomes to 6.2 million 
aged, blind or disabled adults on 
welfare. 
Haskell Co. apparent 
low bidder on freeway 


Bids were opened in Sacramento 
this week for the construction of a 
major four-lane freeway by-pass at 
Lompoc. 
The project consists of realigning 
and upgrading nearly five miles of 
State Highway 1 from a point one 
mile south of Route 246 to two miles 
north of the Santa Ynez River. 
The apparent low bidder was 
Haskell Company of Watsonville, 
with an offer of $8,231,737 that was 
$311,160 under the second lowest 
offer by Yeager Constructors of 
Riverside. There were eight bidders 
for the major contract. 
The new freeway will bypass 
Lompoc on new alignment easterly 
of the central portion of the city and 
will consist of two pairs of lanes 
with a 70-foot median divider. 
Interchanges will be constructed at

Route 246, Central Avenue, Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and Burton Mesa 
Boulevard. Twin bridges will be 
constructed across the Santa Ynez 
River. 
The existing highway consists of 
four-lane and two-lane city street 
sections through downtown Lompoc 
as well as substandard alignments 
north and south of town embodying 
several 
small-radius 
reversing 
curves and two right-angle turns. 
Cement-treated slope protection 
will be placed on the major portion 
of the easterly embankment slopes 
adjacent to the Santa Ynez River. 
This should provide a considerable 
buffer aginst future high water in 
the Santa Ynez River flood plain. In 
areas of heavy excavation, cut 
slopes will be serrated and rounded 
in 
order 
to 
blend 
with 
the 
surrounding terrain. 
No traffic handling problems are 
expected inasmuch as traffic will 
remain on the existing facility for 
the most part during the work. The 
contractor has 400 working days to 
finish 
the 
project 
which 
will 
probably be completed in the fall of 
1975. 
The project was desigrunl in the 
District 5 office of the Division of 
Highways. Design project engineer 
was Kenneth L. Taylor Resident 
engineer administering the contract 
for the slate will be C. G. "Connie” 
Ruder of the District 5 office.

Skylab crew sets space records 


ABOARD USS TICONDEROGA 
(U PI) — America’s first space 
station crew came home Friday in a 
smooth Pacific splashdown and 
gingerly walked to medical vans to 
find out how they endured the record 
four week spaceflight. 
‘‘Everyone’s in super shape,” 
Skylab commander Charles "Pete” 
Conrad 
radioed 
as 
the 
Apollo 
command ship, carrying a precious 
cargo of data on the sun, earth and 
man, landed near this aging aircraft 
carrier 834 miles southwest of San 
Diego.

Lompocans lining sidewalks to 
watch rainbow colored ring around 
the sun yesterday afternoon. 


Within 38 minutes, the Apollo 
capsule carrv’ing Conrad, Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J 
Weitz was 
hoisted to the hangar deck. The 
command ship hatch was opened 
after a brief medical conference and 
the all-Navy crew emerged as the 
Tico band played " A n c h o r s 
Aweigh." 
Conrad led the way as they walked 
slightly bowlegged 
but under their 
own power 
22 yards to the trailers 
for intensive medical examinations. 
They smiled and waved to the Tico 
crew as TV cameras rei’orded the 
historic splashdown finale to the 
world via satellite. 
"They looked quite 
gtHKl, 
far 
better than 1 personally suspected,” 
said a NASA physician after a quick 
preliminary 
checkup 
Then 
the 
astronauts telephoned their wives 
and families in Houston, 


Beside the endurance mark, they 
set a host of records —the most 
space miles, 11.5 million; the most 
earth orbits, 391; and the first repair 
work outside a spacec'raft to save 
the $2.6 billion Skylab program. 
Conrad, who made his fourth flight, 
captured the individual endurance 
mark at 49 days, I hour and 8 
minutes.

political parties were interested in 
his scheme to share profits on an 
exposition at the 1972 presidential 
conventions. 
The businessman, Walter L. Scott, 
told UPI he canceled the plans later 
when investigations of International 
Telephone and Telegraph’s (ITT) 
alleged offer of $400.U(X) for the 
Republican National Convention led 
him to bidieve he would get similar 
adverse publicity 
Scott said he approached both 
parties, proposing to sell 360 booths 
for $5,000 each, or a total of $1 8 
million 
Under 
the agreement, 
which was designt*d to circumvent 
federal laws barring corporations 
from 
contributing 
directly 
to 
political campaigns, each party 
would have received $1 million and 
Scott $400,000, and expenses would 
have amounted to $400,000

Mr. Tad Szulc, foreign 
correspondent for the New 
York Times for 20 years, 
reported

"bad.” He is correct. One 
fears, however, that the 
conference 
Mr. 
Szulc 
addressed, at which 400 
educators 
from 
40 
Pennsylvania 
colleges 
participated, suggests that 
if coverage were done by 
American 
specialists 
on 
Latin American affairs, the 
coverage would not greatly 
improve. 
As 
witness 
conclusions 
about 
Chile, 
paraphrased by Professor 
Jerry Knudsen of Temple 
University’s Department of 
Journalism. 
Fernando 
A le g ria , 
described as "one of Chile’s 
most 
distinguished 
writers,’’ 
informed 
the 
congress that “ reporters 
who have said there is chaos 
in Chile are referring only 
to the chaos they have in 
their own minds.” 
— Mr Alegria is — how to 
put it? — not quite one of 
Chile's most distinguished 
writers. 
But 
he 
is, 
as 
Professor Knudsen did not 
trouble 
to 
relate, 
the 
Chilean Cultural Attache to 
the 
U.S. 
in 
Oakland, 
C alifo rn ia. 
C ultural 
attaches are appointed by 
the 
government. 
Alegria 
can be expected to serve the 
line of President Allende as 
slavishly as Ron Ziegler 
serves the line of President 
Nixon. 
On .whether the 
situation is chaotic: on May 
5, Allende declared Santiago 
an emergency zone. 
The conference reported 
that 
"in 
1971 
industrial 
production increased 12 per 
cent — the best record in 30 
years — and copper mining 
production increased six per 
cent, although the rate of 
this increase declined a 
year later.” 
— It is true that copper 
production increased by 12 
per 
cent. 
But 
‘ good’’ 
coverage of Latin American 
affairs should have brought 
out a few qualifying figures. 
At the end of 1970, shortly 
after Allende’s election, two 
new mines were completed: 
La Exotica and La Andina 
1970‘s output was 716,000 
tons. The two new mines 
were expected to bring 1971 
production to 1,200,000 tons. 
Instead 
the 
figure 
was 
741,000 


The conference heard that 
"food consumption went up 
27 per cent in 1972, despite 
political sabotage from the 
rightist 
opposition 
which 
has withheld production and 
encouraged hoarding 
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— In 1970, Chile imported 
185 million dollars of food — 
$50 
million of 
so-called 
tropical 
foods 
(coffee, 
sugar, cacao, bananas, none 
of which grow in Chile), and 
$135 million of general foods 
(wheat, corn, butter, meat, 
all of which are produced in 
Chile). 
In 
1972 
the 
imports 
increased to $420 million, 
Allende’s excuse is that food 
prices have risen all over 
the world, and that food 
consumption in Chile has 
increased because the poor 
are 
eating 
more. But 
analysis shows that the 
disparity 
between 
the 
importation of the tropical 
foods which are necessarily 
imported (up to 20 per cent) 
and general foods, (up over 
100 per cent) which are 
imported only because they 
are not grown internally, 
suggests that Allende is 
covering 
up for 
great 
agricultural 
crises that 
almost everywhere result 
from 
nationalization and 
thoughtless 
land 
redistribution. 
Meanwhile 
there are shortages, there is 
rationing, and in 12 months 
ending in 1972 there 
was 
inflation of 173 per cent — 
the highest in the world of 
any country not at war. 
The conference heard that 
"The Allende government 
has been the most liberal in 
civil 
liberties 
of 
any 
government 
in 
Chile’s 
history.” 
— Early in his career, 
Allende 
put 
economic 
pressure on one major 
publishing 
complex 
and 
killed 
it. 
Opposition 
newspapers 
are 
still 
technically free, but the 
econom ic 
a ttritio n , 
skillfully orchestrated by 
state agencies, makes their 
survival 
problematic. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
single 
national television channel 
is government-owned, and 
grinds 
out 
government 
propaganda of the kind that 
was 
served 
up 
at 
the 
conference 
at 
Temple 
University. 
So it goes. There is no 
apparent 
end 
to 
the 
enthusiasm 
in 
academic 
circles for any left-wing 
national 
adventure. 
One 
wonders what the same 
gang would have done to a 
report 
detailing 
the 
enorm ous 
econom ic 
progress of Greece under 
the colonels. The sad thing 
about it is that Allende will 
probably 
yield, 
in 
due 
course, to colonels in the 
traditional Latin American 
style.

The Board of Supervisors asked for the 
resignation of Mental Health Services 
director Norbert J. McNamara because 
“ continuing controversy” involving Dr. 
McNamara and certain staff members, 
plus friction between mental health and 
other county departments, seemed to 


threaten 
the 
county’s 
mental 
health 
program. 
This was the picture drawn Wednesday 
from 
an 
"administration 
statement” 
released in a move to counter criticism 
that has arisen from the county’s action in 
asking Dr. McNamara to step down. 
Dr. McNamara, who served as the 
mental health chief for the past four years, 
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was lauded in the statement as having 
"worked tirelessly” to achieve a “ vastly 
expanded mental helath program in the 
county” under dictates of the Lanterman- 
Petris-Short Act. 


The statement which was said to have 
been endorsed by the supervisors and 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson emanated from the office of First 
District Supervisor Frank J. Frost, the 
Board of Supervisor’s representative on 
the County Mental Health Board. 
Dr. McNamara’s resignation, effective 
June 22, has followed the request of the 
supervisors to give up the position, which 
pays $37,608 annually. 
The administration statement stressed 
that the Board of Supervisors ‘‘carefully 
investigated” 
the 
criticism 
of 
Dr. 
McNamara from within his department, as 
well as the highly critical Grand Jury sub­ 
committee report. 
The supervisors eventually decided the 
Grand 
Ju ry 
report 
was 
‘‘highly 
exaggerated,” the statement showed. 
Complaints 
of dictatorial 
personnel 
procedures, it was shown, came in the 
wake 
of 
‘‘aggressive 
leadership” 
in 
producing ‘‘one of the model mental health 
departments in the state.” 
A majority on the Board of Supervisors 
granted Dr. McNamara his requested 
salary raise last spring and hoped this 
“ vote of confidence” would ease the 
tenseness within the department. 


When stoçmy relations continued, and 
disagreements 
arose 
between 
Dr. 
McNamara and the county adminstrative 


officer and various department heads, the 
board with ‘‘great reluctance” decided to 
ask for the resignation, the statement 
revealed. 
"The Board discussed their decision 
openly with Dr. McNamara in executive 
session, unanimously praised him for his 
past achievement and expressed their 
sorrow at the hard choice they were forced 
to make,” the statement continued. 
The statement on behalf of the county 
administration 
was 
issued 
after 
the 
‘‘Mental Health Association and many 
other interested groups and individuals” 
questioned the wisdom of requesting Dr. 
McNamara to resign and the seemingly 
abrupt and secretive means by which it 
was accomplished. 
Long deliberations preceded the notice to 
resign, the statement pointed out. It was 
the desire of the supervisors to “ avoid the 
atmosphere 
of 
hysterical 
accusation 
attending the Grand Jury criticism of Dr. 
McNamara last winter,” it was stated. 
The supervisors "agreed unanimously 
that such star chamber proceedings not be 
repeated,” the statement stressed. 
It was announced also that the county is 
now engaged in recruiting a new director, 
"with cooperation and input from the 
mental health staff, the Mental Health 
Advisory 
Board and interested local 
professionals.”

The "scholar” usually has 
no standing as a 
Bible 
s t u d e n t , 
t h e o l o g i a n , 
archaeologist, or in any 
other field related to serious 
study of religious questions. 
But that need not hold him 
back. If he has a job —any 
job 
—on 
a 
university 
faculty, his “ findings” will 
be treated respectfully in 
the press as a "scholarly 
work.” 
The latest example of this 
syndrome is a book entitled 
“Clement of Alexandria and 
a Secret Gospel of Mark” , 
by Morton Smith, a history 
professor at Columbia. 
In 
a 
Greek 
Orthodox 
monastery near Jerusalem , 
Smith found a fragment of 
manuscript which he has 
identified, 
to 
his 
own 
satisfaction, 
as 
a 
letter 
written in the latter part of 
the 
Second 
Century 
by 
B i s h o p 
C l e m e n t 
of 
Alexandria, one of the most 
respected 
of 
the 
early 
church fathers. The note 
refers to a “ secret” version 
of the Gospel according to 
Mark. 
Piling inference upon pre­ 
sumption, 
Smith 
has 
persuaded himself that this 
“ secret gospel” shows there 
were two kinds of members 
in 
the 
early 
Christian 
church —the great mass, 
who were kept in the dark 
about “ real secrets,” and a 
few inner-circle types who 
were initiated into more 
recondite mysteries. 
One of these mysteries, 
says Smith, on the basis of 


conjecture, was that Jesus 
was neither a Messiah, nor 
even a courageous teacher 
who laid down his life to tell 
men the truth, but a slick 
“ miracleworking 
magic jan.” 
The amazing thing about 
all 
these 
debunk-Jesus 
books is that they accept as 
much 
of 
the 
recorded 
gospels 
as 
they 
find 
convenient to sustain their 
thesis, and then blandly 
ignore or repudiate other 
parts of the very same 
d oc ume nt s 
which 
are 
directly 
contradictory 
to 
their pet notion. 
The same technique was 
used a few years ago in a 
widely-sold 
book 
called 
“The Passover Plot” (also 
by 
a 
“ scholar” ) 
which 
depicted Jesus’ crucifixion 
as the miscarriage of a 
tricky political maneuver 
by Jesus and his disciples. 
The ultimate depths of 
absurdity were reached in a 
more recent book by a 
British 
“ scholar” 
who 
sought 
to 
establish 
(by 
heavily editing the gospels) 
that Jesus really wasn’t a 
p e r s o n : 
He 
w a s 
a 
mushroom, 
used 
by 
a 
hallucinogenic cult. 
Anyone who takes this 
sort 
of 
bilge 
seriously 
probably deserves to be 
“ upset” about it. The really 
startling fact about Jesus is 
that 2,000 years after he 
lived and taught as an 
itinerant rabbi in an obscure 
corner 
of 
the 
Roman 
E m p i r e 
and 
d ied 
a 
crim inal’s 
death, 
men, 
including 
university 
pro­ 
fessors, are still trying to 
denigrate him and explain 
him away. 
How many magicians do 
you know who’ve had that 
kind of impact on history?

Terry Williams, recent Lompoc High grad, won 
the gruelling six-mile run last night at tne second 
annual AAU National Junior Track and Field Meet 
in Gainesville, Florida The meet, sponsored by 
Chevrolet, features the nation’s top 19-year-old- 
and-under track talent.

Beggars can’t be choosers 
so instead of leading dum­ 
my’s last spade, S o u t h 
played the jack of clubs. He 
lanned to let it ride but 
ast covered with the queen. 
South went up with his ace 
and drew East’s last trump. 
Note that if South had 
played the third round of 
trumps b e f o r e attacking 
clubs he would have been in 
the wrong hand. 
Then South led another 
club; held his breath and 
finessed dummy’s nine. The 
club loser vanished when the 
finesse worked.
